from all persons likely to be affected thereby, betore the 
expiry of fony-five days from the date on which the copies 
of the said notification, as published in the Gazette of India, 
were made available to the public; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 26th February, 1993; 

And wheieas objections ‘ and suggestions received hunt 
ths public on the said draft have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, tbcrefoie, in exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬

“(l)(a) An application for legistiation of an insecticide 
under the Act shall be made in Form 1 aud the 
said Form including the verification portion, shall 
be signed in case of an individual by thfc indivi¬ 
dual himself or a person duly authorised by him;
